WASHINGTON e Democrats 
immediately seized Sunday on 
special counsel Robert Mueller’s 
refusal to exonerate President 
Donald Trump on the question of 
obstruction of justice, with the 
chairman of the House Judiciary 
Committee pledging to pick up 
where investigators left off and 
call Attorney General William 
Barr to testify. 

Rep. Jerrold Nadler, D-N.Y., 
whose panel has jurisdiction over 
impeachment, took to Twitter to 
highlight Mueller’s finding that 
“while this report does not con- 
clude that the president com- 
mitted a crime, it also does not 
exonerate him.” 

Nadler said the statement sug- 
gested that Justice Department 
officials were “putting matters 
squarely in Congress’ court” to 
continue to investigate. 

“In light of the very concern- 
ing discrepancies and final deci- 
sion making at the Justice De- 
partment following the Special 
Counsel report, where Muel- 
ler did not exonerate the Presi- 
dent, we will be calling Attorney 
General Barr in to testify before 
@HouseJudiciary in the near 
future,’ Nadler said in a tweet. 

Mueller submitted a confiden- 
tial report Friday to Barr, who

Mueller did not 
find Trump 
campaign 
conspired 

with Russia

WASHINGTON e Special counsel 
Robert Mueller did not find that 
Donald Trump or his campaign 
schemed with Russian efforts to 
interfere in the 2016 presidential 
election, according to a summary 
released Sunday that the presi- 
dent immediately embraced as 
a “complete exoneration” even 
though Mueller reached no con- 
clusion about whether the presi- 
dent obstructed justice. 

After a nearly two-year in- 
vestigation, Mueller’s findings 
seemed to dispel the cloud of 
conspiracy that has hung over 
the administration since its in- 
ception. But by delivering cave- 
ats alongside conclusions, the 
closing of the Mueller investiga- 
tion opens the door to fiercer po- 
litical fights over the president’s 
judgment and power. 

The four-page summary is- 
sued Sunday by Attorney Gen- 
eral William Barr declared: “The 
Special Counsel’s investigation 
did not find that the Trump cam- 
paign or anyone associated with 
it conspired or coordinated with 
Russia in its efforts to influence 
the 2016 U.S. presidential elec- 
tion” 

The letter notes that Mueller’s
